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Mexico performance benefits homeless

Par. recently performed their first Mexico concert before a 
crowd of 5,000 at the Auditorio Nacional, one of the largest the- 
atres in the world, in Mexico City. The concert benefited Love 
Ministries, a Catholic charity in Mexico City which feeds, shelters 
and educates homeless children. 

“The Mexican people seemed thrilled that we thought they 
were important enough to learn to sing in their language," Bob 
Hartman, guitarist, said. 

_ “The young. people in. Mexico. City. have.a thirst for Christian 
music and ministry,” Johnny Lawry, keyboardist, explained. 

By law there are no Christian radio or television stations in 
Mexico. There had never been a Christian concert as large as 
Petra's concert at the Auditorio Nacional. In light of this, there 
were over 70 local press members covering Petra's concert. 

During Petra's performance at the Auditorio Nacional, thou- 
sands of fans raised their fists and sang the battle cry “Ready, 
Willing and Able," from Petra's latest recording Unseen Power. 
The crowd continued to sing the choruses to the songs as the 
band played selections from their 20 year repertoire. 
~ While on stage Petra also received a plaque commemorating 
their commitment to the children of Mexico City through their 
donation of time and talent to benefit Love Ministries. 

"Singing in Spanish was a way of showing respect to that 
country. It was exciting to have the opportunity to do that," John 
Schlitt, lead vocalist, said. 

Petra band members report that getting into. Mexico was a real 
challenge. They battled endless red tape with the Mexican gov- 
ernment to get band member and equiptment permits. In addi- 
tion, their transport truck was towed away by police and pass- 
ports were confiscated for a day. But in the end, the lights went 
up and the UNSEEN POWER of Jesus Christ was revealed.
